The German radio gave 
picture of the situation: 

“The dramatic battle for the 
Schelde Estuary grows in intens- 
ity from hour to hour. Under 
cover of artificial fog the Allies 
have landed new forces in the 
rear of the German Schelde 
bridgehead, 20 miles northeast of 
Bruges. Apart from the 9th Can 
adian Infantry Brigade other Eng- 
lish and Canadian formations 
participated in the battle of this 
area. The first wave consisted 
of about 3,000 Canadian soldiers 
who landed in small assault 
boats.”

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Community Chest 


Edmonton’s Community Chest drive is 
some $6,500 short of its minimum require- 
ment and unless unexpected contributions 
come in it will fail to realize its objective. 
This is the statement of President Julian 
Garrett. 

It would be tragic if the current budget 
is not attained, not only because the failure 
would seriously embarrass the work, but 
because it would indicate a breakdown in 
Edmonton's social consciousness, 

There are two factors which probably 
militate against collections this year, Both 
are products of careless thinking. 


The first is the more or less prevalent 
belief that because Canada is enjoying 
what are called “good times’, the need for 
social work has disappeared. This belief, 
of course, is totally erroneous. 


The fact is that the kind of people to 
which the Community Chest extends its 
benefactions are not affected by changes 
in economic conditions. The very old, the 
very young, the unfortunate and the sick 
are not the less old or young or unfortun- 
ate or sick because times are good. General 
prosperity, if there is such a thing at 
present under wartime taxation, does not 
ameliorate their difficulties. 

The second factor that operates against 
Community Chest collections is that many 
of the public feel that tag days constitute 
a breach of the undertaking given when 
the Chest was formed, namely that the 
single collection would obviate a multi- 
plicity of appeals. 

Here, again, the reasoning is faulty. 
The tag days are temporary devices to 
gain money for essential war purposes 
which are not touched by the Community 
Chest. One has nothing whatsoever to do 
with the other. The tag days will disappear 
when the war is over. Meanwhile they are 
highly necessary. 

The Community Chest is a sound and 
constructive method of enabling people to 
discharge their social duties. 

Failure to adequately support the Com- 
munity Chest would work irreparable dam- 
age to the social structure of this city. 
It would be a backward step in civilization.

West Meets East 


While there are many war and post-war 
questions which they may profitably dis- 
cuss, it is safe to assume that Mr. Chur- 
chill and Mr, Eden went to Moscow in part 
to find out what cxactly are Marshal 
Stalin’s ideas about the future of Poland, 
The fall of Warsaw climaxed the dispute 
between the Government-in-exile and the 
Polish committee at Moscow which the 
Russian authorities regard as the more 
satisfactory body with which to deal. 
Exactly why the committee is preferred, or 
why the Government-in-exile is rejected at 
Moscow, is a matter on which the British 
ministers would no doubt like first-hand 
information, as a step toward bridging a 
cleavage which could become dangerous 
when the time arrives to mark out the 
boundaries of post-war Poland. 

Tokyo has also ground to suspect that 
another point for discussion is, whether 
Russia will remain neutral in the Pacific 
when it is no longer engrossed in Europe. 
When Japan attacked Pearl Harbor it 
struck a blow at Russia no less really than 
at the United States, though indirectly. 
Russia at that time was fighting for its life 
with totally inadequate armament, and it 
was only from the United States that the 
needed supplies could come. The Japanese 
attack was in effect a move to divert 
United States planes, guns, ships and 
equipment of all kinds to the Pacific—and 
away from Russia. Has Stalin overlooked 
that underhand manoeuvre on the part of 
‘neutral’ Japan? Perhaps he will tell his 
visitors, though the information may not 
be passed along to the public just yet. 

Remembering that Mr. Churchill was 
in conference with President Roosevelt at 
Biches only a few weeks ago, he of course 
went to Moscow knowing the reactions at 
Washington on these and other subjects 
likely to be discussed there. The logic of 
circumstances is that he went in the dual 
capacity of Prime Minister of Great Bri- 
tain and unannounced spokesman for the 
President.

Full Employment 


Official figures just issued show that 
at the beginning of June 5,016,000 persons 
in Canada had enlisted in the armed forces 
or were gainfully employed; 56 per cent of 
the population over 14 years of age. The 
remaining 44 per cent margin included 
women whose family duties prevented 
them working outside the home, old people, 
and those who were physically or other- 
wise incapacitated. It did not include boys 
and girls in their ‘teens as a group, because 
a great proportion of these were in uni- 
form or at work, This is a recard in which 
Canadians may take proper pride. 

The total population of the country is 
believed to be about 12,000,000, Subtract- 
ing those in uniform and the boys and girls 


in the younger teen-age category, not 
much more than a third of the whole 


population was engaged in productive in- 
dustry. Yet production was in a volume 
never before approached, the average 
standard of living was higher than it ever 
had been, debts of the depression years 
were being liquidated, and Canada was 
supplying the Allied forces with food and 
munitions in amounts which bear compari- 
son wilh the per-head contribution made 


| 
| 
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by the apt ies of any other Allied country. 

“Full employment”, it will be observed, 
does not mean what it seems off-hand to 
mean—everybody working for wages or 
profits. That is neither possible nor neces- 
sary nor desirable. One in three of the 
entire population at productive work is 
shown to be in reality a condition of “full 
employment”. 

The war over, it will not be necessary 
to keep old people tottering about shops 
and factories, nor to herd children into 
industry when they should be at school or 
at play. Under a rightly adjusted system 
of old age pensions and wages and allow- 
ances for the support of children, the labor 
of those within the recognized limits of the 
working years will be sufficient to main- 
tain production at a high level and support 
an average scale of living hitherto un- 
known in peacetime. The facts of wartime 
industry establish that point definitely.

The 
military were blaming them = on 
Japan’s merchant princes, and prin- 


ces were blaming them on the 
military. 

Finally Tojo fell. 

Premier Koiso, who replaced 


him, has made no attempt to con- 
trol the cartels. His most import- 
ant appointment, to the all-im- 
portant post of Munitions Minister, 
the post which Tojo created for 
himself, was that of Ginjiro Fuja- 
wara, a Mitsui man. 

As soon as Fujiwara became 
Minister of Munitions, he made it 
clear that this was a major victory 
for business over the Army and 
Navy by taking qver all Army- 
Navy arsenals. 

Thus Japan’s merchant princes 
have strengthened their hold over 
the Cabinet. Before the war, they 
hever were too sympathetic with 
the Japanese military. And as the 
war goes increasingly against 
Japan, it is possible that the mer- 
chant princes may try to dump the 
| military entirely and sue for a 
| soft peace, They may try to sell the 
idea that the Allies can come to a 
“safe” agreement with the “moder- 
ate’ elements in Japan. Though

Higher Fares 
To Outer City 
Areas Sought 


A charter amendment will be 
sought from the Alberta legis- 
lature to empower the City of 
Edmonton to charge an increased 
fare for certain outlying districts 
desiring transportation services, 
it was decided by city council at 
its regular meeting Tuesday 
night. 

Council members, also adopted 
the recommendation from its trans- 
portation committee approving in| 
principle the giving of transporta- 
tion service to the inner zone only 
and also to consider the extension | 
of the inner zone. | 

Ald. H. D. Ainlay said that the 
transportation problem in Edmon- 
ton was not only one of equipment. 
roads and materials, but also of 
general utilities. He expressed the 
opinion that it might be better to 
provide transportation to certain 
sections of the inner zone to induce 
people to settle there, rather than 
wait until districts are settled be- 
fore providing trarsportation facil- 
ities, 

It was pointed out that the char-| 
ter amendment to permit the 
charging of increased fares might | 
result in the,city acquiring the 
present privately operated bus)

Further than to say that bad in 
heritance is mainly responsible for 
epilepsy, in the opinion of many 
medical authorities, I can only add 
that no specific cause of epilepsy 
is known 

Not epilepsy itself but the neuro 
pathic or psycopathic defect ot 
which it is a manifestation runs in 
the family, In one member of the 
family this may be manifest as ep!- 
lepsy in another as feeble-minded- 
ness in another as insanity or in 
sbriety or drug addiction or mi- 
graine or just some kind of mora:
